4. Other features are revealed in the specification, namely on page 9, 
10 line 23, an... "even adhesive film surface to the face which will be 

installed to the bottom of the furniture legs"... And further, on line 24 
"...the center of the felt pad is now reinforced" ... and on line 4, page 
10, "...the top and bottom sections of the resulting material keep the 
desired characteristics" ... the reason, going back to line 25, page 9 "to 

15 leave an upper surface which may be grabbed by the Velcro members, 
and a lower surface which is soft and delicate to protect the finish of 
the floors from scratches" ... Hanes adds low melt fibers (62) to felt 
(60) to increase gripping power; the problem is it reduces softness of 
felt; it increases abrasiveness which can scratch a floor. Indeed there 

20 are no low melt fibers in the center hardened section, and such feature 
is now included in the claims. 

5. The above further restrictions of the mushroom shape hooks define a 
new, useful, unexpected and distinct combination. 

ARGUMENTS 

25 None of the prior-art floor protector system devices can provide these 
new and unexpected results. Since the novel above physical features of 
applicant's device provide new and unexpected results over any reference, 
applicant submits that these new results indicate unobviousness and 
henceforth patentability. Accordingly applicant respectfully requests 

30 reconsideration and allowance of the present Application.
